The  Technical 
Office  invites  inquiries  from  anyone  who  believes  that  any  of  the  proposed 
regulations  notified  under  this  heading  could  cause  a  trade  problem.

Japan  -  TBT  Notification  83.180  The  Japanese  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Forestry  and  Fisheries  has  proposed  (product  covered  -  tsuyu,  a  dipping  soup 
for  Japanese  noodles,  etc.  based  on  soy  sauce)  the  establishment  of  labeling 
standards  for  Tsuyu.   The  objective  and  rationale  for  the  proposal  is  consumer 
protection.   Final  date  for  comments  is  November  15,  1983. 


Japan  -  TBT  Notification  83.181  The  Japanese  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Forestry  and  Fisheries  has  proposed  an  amendment  (product  covered  -  fruit 
juice)  to  the  labeling  standards  for  fruit  juice.  The  description  of  the 
amendment  is  as  follows:   The  definition  of  "soft  drinks  including  fruit 
juice"  will  be  amended  to  read  (1)  drinks  -  fruit  juice  -  etc.  mixed  with 
vegetable  juice  -  milk  -  milk  products  -  etc.  will  be  added  to  the  coverage  of 
"soft  drinks  including  fruit  juice"  (2)  the  name  of  the  drinks  mentioned  above 
will  be  "mixed  drinks  including  fruit  juice".   The  objective  and  rationale  for 
the  proposal  is  consumer  protection.   Final  date  for  comments  is  November  15, 
1983. 

New  Zealand  The  Technical  Office  has  recently  received  copies  of  two  draft 
standards  from  the  Embassy  in  New  Zealand.  The  new  New  Zealand  standards 
concern  manufactured  fish  products  and  half,  reduced,  pouring  and  sour  creams.

The  CONTACTS  tradeletter  will  allow 
a  U.S.  supplier  to  advertise  their  product  or  service  in  a  free  100  word  or 
less  trade  announcement.   The  newsletter  is  transmitted  overseas  monthly  to 
our  Agricultural  Officers  where  they  distribute  it  to  agricultural  importers. 
In  addition,  the  newsletter  is  translated  into  Japanese,  Spanish,  French, 
Italian,  and  Greek.
